“In order to bring’ peace,” he said, 
“the Chiang Kai-shelc administration 
must concertedly manifest its sin- 
cerity by abandoning Its policy’ of 
nantl-Japonism. | Actually, however, 
the Chiang Kal-shek Government {s 
stlll clamouring for prolongation of 
armed: opposition against Japan in 
total disregard of the welfare of Its 
own people, ° 

“Therefore, ns long as the Chtinng 
Kai-shek’ administration persists in 
its hostile attitude against the 
Jupanese, the Japanese Government 
WHI continue to pursue its predcter- 
mined ‘policy of overthrowing the 
anti-Japanese regime in China which 
the Japanese Government regards as 
inimical to the peace and welfare of 
East Asia.” :

We left Hongkong at 5 o.m., and 
nulmost immediately ran into a heavy. 
north-east monsoon, The salvage 
tug is nbout 120 fect long, and when 
she stuck her nose into a wave, her 
decks. were 3 fect deep in sea water. 
Tom Brayfield took no chances on 
belng sea-sick, and remained in his 
bunk from the time we left until we 
arrived. He’ subsisted on two 
oranges a day having hed the fore- 
sight to bring’ a ‘box of fresh frults. 
Swan, I am sorry to say, was sea- 
sick from the time we left until we 
arrived at Holsho To Island, 


-UP AND ABOUT 


I, being an excellent sailor, was up 
and about curly on Monday and was 
summoned to the so-called dining 
saloon by the steward, who knowing 
nothing about foreign food, had. pre- 
pared my breakfast to the best of his 
nbillty. He had opened a tin of- 
Oxford sausages, cach sausage being 
about the size of a small banana, and 
had laid three of these In a soup plate 
covered with caked grease as they 
were. He had opened no tin of. 
vegetable soup ond not knowing whit 
to do with it he had sloshed it over 
‘three of the: sausages—the entire 
mess being absolutely cold. As 1 
said, I have never been sea-sick, but 
this was almost too much. (Laugh- 
ter). . 

1 finally made him realize that { 
could not ent the breakfast and by 
dipping o fresh ege into the tea 
kettle, I conveyed. the idea that I 
wanted boiled © cegs. Imagine my 
embarrassment when he came back 
with nine hard boiled eggs! I-suc- 
eeeded In downing, a couple of the 
eps und a few soda biscuits, but 
from then on I. took charge of the 
cooking myself, 

We had to sail up the China Coast 
to-the Lammock Rock, across the 
Formosa Channel; then down in the 
Ice of the Island to the southern 
point; which we rounded, and again 
bueked the north-east monsoon untit 
we reached Hoisho To {sland. 


QUITE CALM 


We anchored on the svuth of the 
Island, where the water was quite 
calm, and had to walk two and a 
half miles across the island to the 
north beach, where we found the 
President Hoover lying broadside on 
a coral shelf, which Js the beach of 
the Island. At that time she did not 
Jook to be in a bad way. 

1 had with me only a rattan bas- 
ket, containing, as mentioned above,- 
my gin, or, at least what was left of 
it, and two or three changes of under- 
wear and shirts. Other than that, 
my entire wardrobe was on my back. 

One of the life boats was in com- 
munication -by a hand-line between 
the ship and the shore. We had to 
wade into the surf nearly to our 
urmpits in order to be hoisted 
into the Ife boats. The surf 
and the beach were covered with a 
thick coating of fucl oil, which was 
caused by the snip's fuel oll. tanks 
having been damaged by the pound- 
ing of the ship on the beach, with the 
resultant escape—of—thousands— of- 
barrels of fuel oil. Incidentally the 
headman of the village sent us a 
bil for 500. yen for polluting ‘the 
fishing yround, . 

Having ferried through the surf to 
the ship’s side, we then hid to climb 
a Jacob ladder to the deck, The 
ladder was covered with fuel ofl, and 
by the time we finally pot aboard the 
steamer, my -clothes were saturated 
with fuel ofl and sea water. ‘ 

Having nothing into which I could 
change, I removed my clothes in |. 
order. to soak them in kerosene to 
remove the fucl oif, and wrapped 
myself in one of the ship's blankéts. 
1 imagine [ looked’ somewhat like an 
American Indjan. 

Having conferred with the Sur- 
veyors, the Captain. and the ship's 
Officers, and having started salvage 
operations going, I felt that a good 
start had: been’ made. 


CALLED BY POLICE 


The following morning, Brayficld, 
Swun and I were requested by the 
Japanese Authorities to repor! to the 
Police on shore. That necessitated 
our getting into our reasonably clean 
and dry clothes, climbing down the 
oily Jacob ladder, taking another 
trip through the surf in a Nfebout, 
wading ashore in sea water and fuel 
oil to our armpits, walking two and 
a half miles to the Police Station, 
sitting for over an hour endcavour- 
ing to induce the Jnpanese Police 
Officer, who spoke no English, that 
my Passport which had expired a 
year ago was still valid; then, in our 
wet clothes walking back, wading 
through the.surf, transferring to the 
steamer and again climbing the Jacob 
ladder. Needless to say there. was 
not o great deal of business accom- 
plished by Us on that day. 

Preparations’ were going forward 
nicely for salvage work on Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday; in fact, 
on Saturday we succeeded In havinit 
a large portion of the ship's mail 
and a good deal of the passengers’ 
baggage removed from the ship to 
shore. a 

On Saturday night, at about mid- 
night, 2 terrife gate from the northe 
east blew up and from 12.30 a.m, 
ihere was no further sleep. At 4 
am. the engine reom floor plating 
had raised three fect, the fuel oll 
and steam fHlnes hnd burst, and it 
was necessary to give up the Engine 
Room. By 4,30 a.m. the engine room 
was flooded and the only lighting we 
had on the ship was from the emer- 
ftency unlit.

On the other hand there are 
cacti with spines as soft as silk 
and nearly as fine as gossamer. 
Climbing over the greenhouse 
staying is a plant resembling an 
old-fashioned English’ clematis.

Another ‘strange succulent in 
the Endean collection is an 
echevaria, 40 years old and 3 
inches high, which in its true 
form is an exact replica of a 
bishop's niitre, but may just as

‘standards, a poor man, but his 
greenhouse isa Mecca for 
botanists from every continent. 
It is believed to contain the finest 
general collection of cacti and 
other succulents in the world.

The loveliest flowers are 
those whose life is briefest; 
and how lovely and ‘how _ brief 
muy be judged by the -cercus 
family, on which one single per- 
feet annual bloom - with petals 
like a glowing silk fringe, - ap- 
pears for seven hours only.
